Among the most 
notable of those who have appeared in 
advocacy of the continued production 
and consumption of beer are Edward 
Hurley, chairman of 
the 
ahjppiag 
board, and Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
The prohibitionists have presented as 
champions of their cause Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, E. C. Dinwiddle, 
representing the Anti-Saloon League 
of America, and a few others of al­ 
most equal prestige. 
The senate hearing has taken on ah 
the aspects of a prohibition campaign 
in a doubtful state. The same line or 
argum ent has been advanced. 
And 
as in every other case where the de­ 
bate has grown spirited, the laboring 
man and his supposed overwhelming 
th irst has been brought forw ard by 
the opponents of aridity. 
Chairman 
Hurley, for instance, is opposed to ex­ 
periments in tim e of war. 
He prac­ 
tically charges labor with partial loy­ 
alty. •. In effect he says th at if not 
allowed

the

workingman will not do his full bit 
to win the war. 
Mr, Gompers, on 
the other hand, says th a t to stop th
